to kill even men with impunity, the owners of dogs and cattle killed or wounded 
by Mr. Reep did not prosecute him, as the institution of prosecutions would only 
expose themselves to much expense and trouble. European Judges and Magistrates 
are not inclined to punish their countrymen in mixed cases through race-feeling, 
The Ilbert Bill, which was introduced into the Supreme Legislative Council in Lord 
Ripon’s time was intended to empower Native Magistrates also to try European crini- 
nals. The Anglo-Indians, therefore, moved heaven and earth to prevent the passing 
of the Bill. The British rule wag established in this country about two hundred years 
ago, but with all its merits it has not yet attained that popularity which it de- 
serves, simply because of its undue partiality to Englishmen. On the 17th August 
last Mr. Reep caught a cow which was thrown on the ground and its legs 
tied together. He then beat it cruelly with a stick, which attracted a large 
crowd of people who were horrified at his cruelly to the animal. One Agya 
Ram, a Marwari, remonstrated, asking Mr. Reep to send it to the cattle pound 
if it had injured his property. But of course such a reasonable advice, coming, 
as it did, from a black man, could not be acceptable to a European. Indeed it only 
served to stir up Mr. Reep’s wrath, and he forcibly thrust the stick he had in his 
hand into the cow’s female organ and tauntingly told Agya Ram “ this 1s your 
mother.”

on the register, finishes the inquiry and sends up a copy of the report he has recorded 
to court, through his District Superintendent of Police. In other districts the 
panchayatndma, 1s recorded and submitted on a separate plain piece of paper ; while 
insome other places it is prepared in the form of a return. Again, a died body or a 
wounded person is not medically examined until three or four days after it or he 
isfound. So that-it is the-police who first inspect the body “a are responsible 
for recording its true condition. But the manner in which the police discharge 
this duty is most perfunctory. The panchayatndma too is not prepared in a satis- 
factory manner. Natives consider a dead body impure and would not touch it or 
look at it closely ; so that they put their signatures on the panchdéyatndma prepared 
by the police without having satisfied themselves as to its correctness. There are 
some very essential points which ought to be invariably noted down in the report 
on a dead bedy, namely :~-(1) Whether the body was warm or cold.when discovered ; 
(2) whether decomposition had set in‘or not ; (3) where and in what condition it was 
found lying; (4) the marks of hurt on it and the exact measurements of the wounds ;

Whereas, if he resides in the 
interior of the district it will take long before he receives his orders and starts to 
execute them; so that by the time he arrives at the scene of an occurrence the 
preliminary inquiry is spoilt and he cannot set it right. Thirdly, the thdnadérs can 
daily learn the whereabouts of their inspector resident at headquarters, and 
come to him and consult him on any matter.

— Favouritism and intrigue have been 
allowed too much play in the department, so that. many unsuitable books have beet 
adopted as text-books. Look at the Intikhab-t-Dilchasp, which has been prescrib- 
ed as the text-book of Urdu literature for the English Middle examination. It is 
not at all a literary course, being full of geographical and historial marters. The 
get-up and the printing of the book are also very shabby. Similarly its com; anion, 
Kaghzat+-karrawat- Adalat (specimens of applications, plaints, &c., used in courts) is 
printed on.a very bad, thin paper and is full of innumerable misprints. The Hindi 
counterpart of this latter book intended for such students who take Sanskrit as 


their second language, ‘is a most disgraceful publication. It is entitled'the Patr . 


Beohar, in which the Urdu. original has been reproduced in the N gri character in a 
‘isk dntelnne and'slip-shod manner. Even most of the difficult Arabic and Persian 
words have been simply: transliterated therein, which must of course puzzle both the 
Sanskrit teachers and boys to no small extent.” Higoine places attempt has been made 
totranslate certain Persian phrases and the produet is most clumsy and ridicaloys 
Hindi. For instance Zakht-i-jigar, a Persian expression of affection, whigh pne
